On Tuesday and Wednesday of 
last week, 863 students of the 
2,IG9 eligible to vote, that is 39.8',}, 
turned up at the polls to elect 
their president and vice-president 

for the coming year. 

Pat Legris handily won his bid 
for presidency with 508 votes 
which is 58.9% of the popular 
vote. Popovich claimed 242 vo- 
tes, that is 2B.0% and Dave Flurl 
12.1% of the vote tliat Is 104 votes. 

Tho vlcc-presldential race was 
a tightly fought one however with 
Fafrservlce pulling ahead with 
a small margin of 59 votes. 
Falrservico had 424 votes to his 



credit while Shevket Gocher 
clainwl 3G5 that Is 49J& and 42.3% 
respectively. 

The turn-out at the pulls was 
greater than that of the Inst 
three years, 34% for 15-7G, 23% 
74-75 and 35% for 73-74. 

In an Informal interview, Le- 
gris admitted being faced with 
quite a challenge, a great deal 
of work and infinite problem.*;.

organizing for Septomlmr-Frosh 
and Orientation wwk as "not 
be caught behind." When asked 
if he felt his victory was due to 
an anti-Popovlch vote, l.egris 
promptly replied no. He added 
that Phil had asked tho students 
to vote for the program and his 
resulting victory mide It quite 
clear that students did not like 
the program. He felt they had 
voted for the bettor man* On 
the tjucstion of "COMMIES" 
being written on the Popovich - 
Shovkot election posters. Lo- 
gris did not feel It had influen- 
ced the students in any wuy sln- 
co to quote him "students aren't 
that stupid". He didn't think It 
wan a "new thing to do" since 
ho wouldn't w;int such things 
scribbled on his posters. 

When confronted with the Fob. 
10th Boycott, Lcgris again sta- 
ted the move was to radical. He 
admitted that letters and peti- 
tions wore ineffective and sim- 
ply "filed under G for garbage". 
He suggested using other ave- 
nues "to get to these people". 
When questioned on these ave- 
nues, his reply was somawlrit 
va^uo. One staff member poin- 
ted out that the boycott had met 
with some success since Davis 
had announced a retraction of 
the fee increase for tho 78-79 
university year. Lftgrls only 
stated that was an election year 
and Davis wanted ttie student 
vote. Levels then added that if 
he had been In Hoffnum's position, 
ho probably wvuld liave boycot- 
ted, blocked the road but wxild 
not have stopped cars from 
gaining access to tho campus 

grounds* 

When questioned on tho boy- 
cott issue, Falrsorvice felt It 
was the wrong way to go about 
it but again had he been In the 
position, he probably would havo 
done the samo tiling. 

I then approached Dan with tho 
following that upon hearing of his 
victory, he had approached Shev- 
ket Gocher to replace him as ho 
wanted to resign. Falrsorvice 
simply replied "It's ]ust rumour". 
He felt that his duties were "to be 
Pattl's right hand and help him or- 
ganize things" since Legrls' job 
was on a full-tlma basis and Ms 
was only on a part-Urn o basts, 
He added they woro now in tho 
process of organizing things for 
Friday's meeting, 

Legris was then questioned about 
tho reports that many students 
felt he couldn't handle tho Job and 
would "fall Oat on Ms face, c*dt 




in October" Lcgris' first answer 
was a simple "we'll have to wait 
until October", but he was quick 
to add that ho had things contrary 
to such and he didn't think that 
wduld happen. 

Doth candidates were then ap- 
proached on the subject of tho 
student paper* Falrservice admit- 
ted not knowing whoro to stand on 
the paper. Ho had noticed impro- 
vements since September, lie 
felt students did not think it was 
tho best paper they had ever seen 
however It did keep them infor- 
mal. 

Lcgris was more verbal, admit- 
ting that he didn't know how "it 
ran" but stating he would "look 
Into it". He felt Lambda was 
"a piece of Junk" and further ad- 
ded that he was sure students 
agreed with him. He agreed ther* 
had been definite improvements 
since September but felt it did not 
serve tho interests of the students- 
He w?nt on to say he would like 
to see how the paper operates and 
he wished the Lambda staff would 
enlighten him on tho workings of 
tho press. Lcgris was confident 
however that the paper could 
function without SGA funding, 
"it could work on Its own" to 

quote him. 



When questioned on the SGA 
Council, both candidates admit- 
ted not having met all members 
of council as of yet. Dan Falrsor- 
vice added that you didn't really 
know who will "sit on what Issues 
before October." From there 
you can work to Implement the 
programs students want," Le- 
gris agreed with Falrsorvice on 
this. Dan added that "we would 
have to wait to see If there would 
be a split on council next year 
(77-78)." Both candidates expres- 
sed hope this would not occur. 
"It w^uld be the pits If It is'. We 
won't get anything done" said Lc- 
gris. 

Besides electing a new presi- 
dent and vice-president, the stu- 
dents also chose their UC repre- 
sentatives and student senators 
for the coming year. 

The elected student senators 
were. Pirn Ireland with 520 votes, 
Kim Doyle with 479 votes, Mark 
Jones and Mamos Waddell with 471 
votes and 452 votes respectively. 

Four of the six aspiring candi- 
dates for UC representatives were 
also chosen to sit en council next 
year. They are Rosemary Dixon,

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IV THE IMMIGRATION HI! I HKCOMES LAW: 

Any permanent resident could bo ordered deported without a hearing 
or right to appeal If police reports rite him as "likely to engage in 
criminal s;tivity" or as "enpg'.jg in or instigating subversion by 
force of any government". Sections -10 and 83(l)e & g and 27(l)c. 

All non-citizens associated with organizations that support the over- 
throw of dictatorships like the Chilean Junta, the Vorster Regime of 
South Africa, the DuvaUer Regime in Haiti or the Ian Smith Kegtme in 
Khodesia would Ik? subject to immediate action by the Special Advisory 
Board, a security board to bo set up to effect deportations of perman- 
ent residents without giving reasons or allowing appeals. Section 40 
and Section 27(1)0. 

The juris '. Ytion of the Ini mi prat ion Appeal Poard will be cut down, as 

it will not be able to deal with certai n kinds of cases that it now hand- 
les. Sections 72(1) and 84. 

Vast arbitrary power to make decisions not subject to appeal or review 
will be Riven to iir, migration officers, so there will t>o greater scope 
for racial discrimination. Sections 6(1), 8(1), 0(4), 11(2), 12(3), 14(1), 
(2), (3), 13(1)11, 10(3), 20(1), 27(3), 

Disputes between any pers;« and the Immigration Department will Ik? 
settled by the Departments own officers or adjudicators. This will 
Include an inquiry lietd in secret by two immigration officers, one tlie 
presiding officer and the other the prosecutor, but both employed by 
the Department. There will be no independent Impartial tribunal to 
determine the rights of persons facing deportation. Section 20, 

A visitor who overstays Ids visit will be subject not only to deportat- 
ion but also, upon convirrioiv to a maximum penalty of two years imp- 
risonment and a fine of $5,000. Section 95(k). 

Anyone who employs a person who is not a citizen or permanent res- 
ident, or who has no work permit, will be guilty of an offence and could 
c.o to ]nJI for two years. The employer wilt be deemed to be guilty if 
M by the exercise of reasonable diligence" ho would have known that 
the person was not so authorized. Section 97. 



A person roni ! go to Jail fot up in two years and pay a fine of 70,000 
if tie put an illegal immigrant up for a nighL Section 9f»(m). 

All persons who are not citizens, roga^Jless of how long they have 
lived in Canada* must suft- nit to fingerprinting and mug shots and 
could bo required to carry passes at all times under penalty of six 
months in JaJI or $1,000 fine or both. Sections U5(l)oand lll(2)a. 

A permanent resident, no matter how long he lias lived in Canada, 
could find himself excluded at the border as a returning resident for

Without any prior notice, a returning resident could be denied permis- 
sion to re-enter Canada for a numl>er of reasons, including failure to 
pay alimony to Ids wife. Sections 4(1), 27(1) and 10(2). 

A landed immigrant, regardless of how long he has lived in Canada, 
would automatically lose his immigrant status if he remained outside 
Cnada for more than 183 days, not necessarily consecutively. In any 
12-month period unless ho obtained approval beforettand. Section 24 

(2). 

Persons who are now Immune from deportation because they have 
lived 1 1 Canada for more than five years and gained "Canadian dom- 
icile" will find themselves stripped of such immunity and subject to 
deportation or exclusion from Canada upon conviction for even the 
slightest of offences under any act of parliament. Sections 127, 19(2) 
and 27(1), A person will be able to apply for citizenship after three 
years' residence but the government can refuse to grant citizenship 
without giving reasons. 

The power given to make regulations under the Dill will be wide enouRl 
to have people submit to tattooing as a means of Identification.

Professor Andre Cunder Frank was to have been Ilia keynote 
speaker at the symposium, which was widely advertised across 
Canadi, Despite vigorous efforts from within the university an1 
from the academic community generally, the Govern m?nt rerohlned 
adamant in its refusal to allow Frank into the country. Several 
Canadian scholars who had been scheduled to appear on the pro- 
gram announced their withdrawal in protest of the Government's 
decision, and the symposium was cancelled. 
Who is Andre Gunder Frank and What Doss Ho Stand For? 

It seems natural for a symposium designed to discuss the nat- 
ure of underdevelopment to want to have Andre Gunder Frank 
as a key speaker. Since the early lSGO's ho has been a central 
figure among English-speaking authors In the elaboration of a 
theory of the global development process which runs quite cennter 
to the conventional wisdom of western aid agencies (including 
CIDA) and of western governments. Noting that the presumed 
remedies of increased aid, trade and Investment between advanced 
capitalist countries and underdeveloped countries have succeeded 
merely In widening, not narrowing, the vast economic gap between

such countries, R"ank synthesized a point of view already wide- 
spread among Latin American scholars and launched a reinterp- 
retation of th? nature of the links between "centre" and "peri- 
phery" which produced such a result. Making specific reference 
to the Latin American experience he has documented in his many 
books and articles the historical process through which the econ- 
q*\\\i expansion of the west incorporated less-developed territ- 
ories into the new got*: system in a subordinate position, thes* 
economies then serving external needs rather than growing in 
the self-reliant and Internally integrated manner tiilcli might 
lead to *.heir complete transformation. In the contemporary per- 
iod, he has argued, the working of the global economic system 
serves merely to reinforce this pattern, with 11m economic stren- 
gth of the most developed countries functioning to reproduce the 

familiar pattern of subordination. Thus, instead of growth being 
communicated from the western "centres" to the Third World, 

a pattern of further polarization Is the characteristic one. 
Frank's ttieory does not end here. It has an important - ail 
radical • corollary: the only viable solution to the problem il 
underdevelopment in poor countries lies not in the intensific- 
ation of the patterns of aid, trade and investment with the ad- 
vanced capitalist cojntries, tut rather hi the shattering of those* 
patterns, in Frank's w.-jrds, the choice is "underdevelopment or 
socialist revolution". 
For some of us engaged lndevelopm?nt studies, this king of 
anproich has provided a crucial starting point for our own 
attempts to understand the phenomsnon of underdevelopment. 
For others, who are not fully convinced of the prinncy of such 
an approach, it is at least a theory wV/ch demands careful 
consideration since so much of the conventional wisdom has 
proven, in a global context of growing polariaatlon between 
rich and poor, to be so dismally ineffective in practice. It will 
also be readily understood why such a theorist can be perceived 
by the powcrs-that-be here in Canada as being so threatening. 
An approach which highlights the problems attendant upon a 
relationship of dependency vls*i-vls another, stronger economy 
raises crucial questions about the costs and benefits of our own 
economic and cultural subordination to the United States. An 
approach which underscores the negative Impact of more ad- 
vanced economies upon the poor and exploited populations of

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Tlw m;.st striking aspect of the Act is that it provides no pro- 
cedures for review of the cases of persons refused entry to 
Canada on the grounds that they present a risk to national sec- 
urity. In the absence of provision for duo process, tlw door opens 
wtde to a series of possible abuses: 

1. There Is no chock on the accuracy of the information on 
which the decision Is based. 

2. There Is no check on bureaucracy's discretionary power. 

The Act gives the bu real": racy ami the executive the pow?r 
to act unjustly. 

3. There is not even the possibility of an independent evaluat- 
ion of the case by a neutral board judged competent to han- 
dle confidential material and acting ojtslde of the political 
constraints imposed by the government in pow**r, 

4. The applicants who are denied entry are given no reason 

for their exclusion nor tlw opportunity to clear their mm*:£* 

All these abuses are compounded by the fact that the Act permits 
the exclusion of applicants before they come into ttie country and* 
thus they have no access to Canadian courts or any other form 
of due process. 

When a prominent intellectual such as FrittX, suffers such 
treatment, at least the world knows and can condemn the atms- 
ive character of the process. Put It is important "for us to app- 
reciate that everyday decisions of this nature arc made concern- 
ing the lives of ordinary, ano'iymous people who seek to enter 
this country, often as refugees from repressive political systems, 
Andre Gunder Frank has our support and the interest and solid- 
ary concern of intellectuals the world over. But the nameless vlc- 
tlms of bureaucratic discrimination often have no one to speak 

out on their behalf. 

The Canadian Department of Manpower and immigration has 
systematically attempted to prevent people with left wing polit- 
ical beliefs from immigrating to Canada. For political refugees 
from countries like Chile, Haiti, Argentina, Brazil, Indonesia, 
etc., this careful "selection', process, according to information 
supplied by central intelligence souces,is often tantamount to a 
sentence of death or unjust Imprisonment followed by brutal 
torture for those who do not pass the political criteria applied. 
Likewise, tho deportation on grounds of Illegal entry of refugees 
already in ttds country Is an unconscionable policy which no 
Canadian should tolerate. Under the cover of seemingly cold 
and Impersonal bureaucratic procedures, politically motivated 
discriminatory deportation orders often condemn to Imprisonment 

or death people who have sought reftige in Canada, believing it 
to be a free and open democratic society. The fact that tho 
Canadian Government disclaims further responsibility for or 
Interest in the ultimate fate of refugees delivered into the hands 
of non-democratic and repressive regimes does not exculpate 
the Canadian government or ihoso of us who, through our silence, 
give assent. 



The Wider Context 

The ban imposed on Andre Guilder Frank should not be seen in 
isolation from parallel events in Canada and elsewhere. The last 
few years have seen serious erosions of ttie freedom of expres- 
sion and free movement of Idoas throughout the world including 
countries which have traditionally been considered strongholds 
of these freedoms. The recent w'dely-dlsc;issed case of the 
deportation orders made in Britain against Philip Ageeaml Mirk 
Hosenball l>ears some significant resemblances :o the Frank 
case; the liberal English daily, the Gu ardian , after previously 
criticizing the review procedures usee! - procedures w'dcii do 
not even exist In Canada - roiiim?n'ed :hat; "Though no;ircrise 
charges against the lw;i nt.n have been made public, ialKiir MPs 
suspected that their real offence had been to tread on delicate 
toes, notably those of the CIA, ami that Mr. Kees(the Horn ? 
Secretary) had yielded to American pressures to have them 

thrown ouU'(Mau*hcster Guardian Weekly, Feb. '27/*; 7) 
In Germany, a student txxiy has been heavily lined fur support- 
ing a demonstrate against the regime in Chile, while academies 
have been subjected to the loss of employment for their political 
affiliations. In Canada, a list of M en.»mics" was cirrulated with- 
in the administration; this was established only through the efforts 
of opposition MPs In spite of repeated official denials that sneh 
a list existed. The primi' Minister who is in charge of the admin- 
istrative machine which exercises the discretionary and secret 
powers that have been used to exclude Professor Frank has made 
clear his opposition to providing for Canadians (lie same freedoms 
of information that recently have been gained alter long struggles 
in the U4S.A. This Is only the la'ost In a series of occasions, the 
most serious and best-known l«ln f ; ttie 1970 October crisis, on 
which the Canadian government lus demonstrated its disregard 
for civil liberties a>i dimccratlc freedom. 
Canada Is a signatory of the Helsinki Agreement, and in l ( J7o 
acceded to the International Convention on civil and Political 
Hlghts. The Prime Minister has been quick to tak>; up civil rights 
issues posed elsewhere such as the persecution of dissidents in 
the U-S.S.R. It Is difficult to accept altogether the sincerity of 
such Initiatives In the light of his own Government's disregard of 
civil liberties in Canada. 

Conclusion; 

That the case of Andre Gunder Frank can raise so many searcH- 
ing fjiiasUons about contemporary trends In Canada suggests the 
seriousness with which it must be confronted by Canadians. The 
time has come to resist such arbitrary actions in an uncomprom- 
ising way. tf m

Samuel Johnson might well have 
been talking to students about pre- 
examination time and that gnawing 
feeling of foreboding! Examinations 

can concentrate one's mind won- 
derfully, but in a positive, practical 
manner that will not only increase 
your learning potential but help your 
performance. 

The key to both success in exams 
and enjoyment of college work lies in 
the ability to use time wisely. A 
pattern of good study habits begins 
as the term begins, but nowhere do 
you need them more than at 
examination time. You will be able to 
handle exams with a minimum of 
stress if you observe these six 
suggested steps: 

1. Make a term study plan 

2. Use good review techniques 

3. Develop a confident attitude 

4. Organize pro-exam hours 

5. Pace thecxam carefully 

6. Reassessyour work 
MAKE A TERM STUDY PLAN 

At the beginning of each term 
develop a daily schedule. Allocate 
time for class preparation, study, 
review, recreation, eating and 
sleeping. 

A study area is important. Have on 
hand the texts, study guides, 
outlines, dictionaries and reference 
books, paper, pads, notebooks, that 



will allow you to concentrate without 
interruption. 

Study and review differ from each 
other. Study refers to learning 
something lor the first time. Review 
is critical because it strengthens your 
retention of this new knowledge by 
viewing it as part of a whole- 
Forgetting takes place most rapidly 
right alter learning. Review and 
recall, therefore, are more effective 
soon after study. After each class go 
over the main points (or ten to fifteen 
minutes to reinforce them in your 

mind. 

Don't overtax your memory or 
stamina. Research shows that most 
people can absorb and retain just so 
much knowledge at one time. It'& 
important to study day bv day, week 
by week. Each period of study should 
be no longer than one or one and a 
half hours, followed by recreation. 

Take legible cl^s and study notes. 
Throughout the term underline your 
textbooks and make pertinent notes 
in thc*margins. 
USE GOOD REVIEW TECHNIQUES 

Preparing for exams is largely a 
question of review. The time needed 
is not as extensive as some students 
think, provided you have been 
consistent in your work. You should 
be able to review for weekly quizzes 
in no more than fifteen minutes, for o 
mid-term exam in two to three hours, 
and for a final exam in five to eight 

hours. 

Your preparation for a final exam 



preparation for exams. Put a sheet 
over each page and slowly uncover 
the first heading. See if you can 
remember the main -points listed 
there. 

Try to predict the exam questions* 
Be alert throughout the term to the 
emphasis instructors put on certain 
topics, ideas or aspects. 

Ask your professor what he 
recommends for pre-examination 
work. Use these comments as a guide 
but don't try to outguess him or her. 

Croup reviewing can be helpful. 
Limit discussions of significant points 
and possible test questions to thirty 
or forty-five minutes, with no more 

than four or five people. 

Avoid cramming. If you have 

followed a regular schedule of study 
and review, you should not have to 
cram. 

DEVELOP A CONHDENT ATTlTUDfc 
Tests do serve a purpose. They 
give you an opportunity to check 
your progress. Students who have 
formed good study habits throughout 
the term should be confident. Exams 
will help your understanding of 
important ideas and your ability to 
express them 
ORGANIZE PRE-EXAM HOURS 

1. The day before an exam, 
review a maximum of three hours. 
Question yourself as you review. 
Reread text passages only when you 
have difficulty remembering them. 

2. Eat and sleep well so that you 
are refreshed for the exam. 

3. Get up early to avoid rushing on 
the morning of the test. 

A. Shower, have a good breakfast, 
exercise, go for a walk. 

5. Take a last look at your summary 
notes, unless it makes you nervous. 

6. Be sure you have all the supplies 
you need.
